Hr. Snith is a video engine or for VvEAP-TV and cane to Dallas 
early Sunday morning, November 24, 1963, with other personnel 
from UBAP-TV. He was in the mobile truck parked on Commerce 
Street, approximately one car longth. West of Commerce Street 
exit. 



About £5:00 a.a. Hr. Smith got out of the mobile unit truck and . '• 
walked around on Harwood Street to the Telephone Company truck 
that was parked thoro. He saw a man standing on Harwood looking 
up at cablos running to third floor of City Hall, where Chiof . ; 
Curry's Office is located. Hr. Smith went back to the mobile 
truck and about 8:30 a.n. this same man walked up to truck , 
window and acked "Have they brought Oswald down yet?" and • 

Snith said "Ho". Hr. Smith said ho believes ho saw this sa.no 
man again at approximately 10:00 a.n. to 10:15 a.n. standing 
with a group of poople approximately 10 foot East of Conmorco -■ 
Street ramp on the sidewalk. 



Kr. Smith cays lie recognized this nan later as Jack Ruby froa •, 
a picture that ho saw in a Dallas papor, where Ruby was wearing «. 
a hat. Ha thinks this was a Monday paper. . Kr. Smith said ha 
could not recognize Ruby froa the mug shot ohowod him by F.B.I, 
agent.

They also had a short interview with Chief Curry and came 
down elevator and into basement some 5 to 10 minutes bo^ 
■fore the shooting. 

They wore assisted by Mr. Turner in the basement, but 
still did not have time to get thoir caraora hooked up. 

They pushed their camera down the driveway to the base- 
ment parking area and tied it up to railing to keep some- 
one from knocking it over. . ; > ■ ■

Kr. Timmons said ho remembered two car3 going out the 
Kain Street romp but does not have any idea what kind 
of autos or who was in the cars. Kr. Timmons said that l/’ 
Just before the shooting he moved up to their other cameras 
with Venso and Turner end was behind the camera assisting 
them at the time of the shooting. ■ 

Kr. Timmons stated he 1 did not know Ruby prior to the ■ -.v';. 
shooting, and did not' see this man in basement prior to

He stated that since he came in with the WBAP-TV camera, ' ■' 
that his press card was not checked. \

Mr. Venao stated he case to Dallas early Sunday morning, 
November 2k, 1963, with WBAP-TV camera crew, and went to 
the basement of the City Hall vdth Jimmie L. Turner, 

WBAP-TV about 8:00 a.m. Thsy wanted to sot up their camera 
just outside the douhLo doors near Jail Office, but Chief 
Curry came down and told them they would have to covo from 
there. They were advised to sot up behind the rail, and 
two cars were moved so they could sot-up just east of the 
rail. 

Kr. Venso said he was working with camera and was not checked 
for identification. Ho said he could not remember any cars 
going out the Main Street ramp. Ho said that he does not 
know Jack Ruby, and did sot remember seeing the porson there 
prior to shooting.

Mr. Tankersley said that when Oswald was brought out, ho was • 
.standing in the area that leads to basement parking. Ho ,
